WASHINGTON Uñ — A l i t t l e 
group of Senate “modern Republi­ 
cans'* joined informally today to 
fight for President Eisenhower’s 
s p e n d i n g and legislative pro­ 
grams.

Weather Due 
In Midwest

More severe w'eather appeared 
in prospect for storm-battered and 
flood-stricken areas in the mid­ 
continent today.

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Judicial Decisions and Partisan Politics 
Laff-A-Day 


How much does partisan politics affect 
judicial decisions? We wonder who c a n 
say with any certainty. 
Most of us have observed for years that 
national administrations in our nation, ap­ 
pear to have a national tendency to load 
appointive offices w ith men of the party 
which elected them. 
While this is considered natural a n d 
good, perhaps by a majority of people be­ 
cause it is said to cause more clear - cut 
party responsibility, yet it has been known 
also to have failed to function to that ex­ 
tent in a positive way. 
The tendency to choose men from t h e 
ranks of the party in power is not always 
good, however, when it is applied to the 
federal courts. The courts should be en­ 
tirely outside the political arena. The dan­ 
ger of p o I i t i c a I involvement would be 
greatly reduced if judicial appointmen t s 
were to be made on a strictly nonpartisan 
basis. 


This is an ideal not likely to be entirely 
realized. However even if it cannot be 


b r o u g h t about in full, it is something 
worth striving toward. 
William P. Rogers, deputy attorney gen­ 
eral, recently told a regional meeting of 
the American B a r Association that t h e 
federal court system has not been serious­ 
ly hurt by the practice of drawing U p o n 
party supporters in making appointments. 
“ Be that as it may,” he said, “ it would 
seem desirable as a rn a t t e r of national 
policy to prevent a gross imbalance from 
occurring regardless of how long eith e r 
party might be in office.” 
Both major parties Have indulged in the 
practice of making most judicial appoint­ 
ments from the ranks of party adherents. 
The federal court system has not b e e n 
seriously weakened by this practice f o r 
the reason that judges are expected to put 
aside political considerations, and gener­ 
ally do so, when they take their places on 
the federal bench. Nevertheless, there is 
a danger here. If a sytem of nonpartis a n 
judicial appointments could be worked 
out, the country probably would be the 
better for it.

During April and May, it falls 
to my lot to listen to speeches, 
Often at formal dinners where one 
•its for hours on small, gilt chairs 
intended to provide a maximum 
of seating capacity for the ban­ 
quet hall and a minimum of com­ 
fort for the male carcass. 
Usually there is a professional 
humorist of sorts to liven up the

The humorist is the real gamble 
of the evening because only too 
often he tells the same jokes that 
other humorists told last week 
and the week before and most of 
which I heard, in one form or an­ 
other, half a century ago. 
For instance, there is the hu­ 
morist who turns to an English­ 
man and asks how long he has 
been in the country and then 
compliments him on his English. 
In my childhood that one ended 
with some sentence like in Paris 
even the babies talk French. At 
that the audience is supposed to 
belly-laugh and if they do not the 
humorist makes a point of having 
kist them 
Another casuality of these din 
ners is the distinguished business­ 
man or public official who comes 
with a long address, triple-spaced 
end 
typed 
in enormous 
type, 
bound in a black cover which he 
reads slowly and meticulously and 
droningly until only those far in 
back, at inconspicuous tables, can 
•ave themselves by going away, 
far away. 
Such s p e e c h e s are usually 
written by others than those who 
deliver them, g e n e r a l l y by 
hack writers who work for public 
relations firms in the young hope 
that some day they will become 
the leading playwrights, novel­ 
ists, Pulitzer Prize 
winners of 
the land. 
Only 
too often 
are 
their hopes blighted and they go 
rn writing these endless speeches 
which businessmen and public of­ 
ficials read diligently like school­ 
boys 
reciting in 
the 
primary 
grades. 
Any man who has made his 
m ark in the world, if he just 
talked naturally about something 
he knew something about could 
beat these speech writers hands 
down. but the public relations cou­ 
nsel and lawyers fear that such a 
man might say too much and end 
up a national hero but with a 
fight in his ixiard of directors. 
This is particularly t r u e in 
these days when so many busines­ 
ses continue to be Dependent upon 
government contracts and it is 
unwise to lie just a citizen speak 
tag his mind, which in the lan­ 
guage of the public 
relations 
counsel, i.s to become controver­ 


sial, a very dangerous thing in­ 
deed. 
So one sits on a small, gilt 
chair and listens to this speech 
over which m any have labored 
but none have thought. And when 
it is all over, generosity impels 
one to write a line, high lighting 
some addition to human wit, wis­ 
dom and knowledge, but nothing 
has been said which can serve 
as a peg, for the fellow who 
wrote it does not believe a word 
of it and the great man who 
speaks it wonders why he is not 
permitted to say what he means. 
Then it is all over unless there 
is to be another speech of the 
same origin and nature. Some­ 
times a soprano or a baritone 
warbles between the two speeches.

Since he might seem the one 
Eisnhower has to depend on most 
to get senate agreement on his 
ideas, Knowland’s record of dif­ 
ferences with Eisenhower and op­ 
position to some of his policies 
is almost startling. 
Knowland has no intention of re­ 
signing as Sen.'te leader although 
he has said he will leave the 
Senate when his term is up next 
year. 
And Eisenhower has no inten­ 
tion of asking him to step out as 
Senate leader. Knowland has de­ 
scribed his job as- one for bring­ 
ing about an area of agreement 
in the Senate on the adm inistra­ 
tion’s programs.

Judicial Decisions and Partisan Politics 
-A-Day 


How much does partisan politics affect 
judicial decisions? We wonder who c a n 
say with any certainty. 
Most of us have observed for years that 
national administrations in our nation, ap­ 
pear to have a national tendency to load 
appointive offices with men of the party 
wrhich elected them. 
While this is considered natural a n d 
good, perhaps by a majority of people be­ 
cause it is said to cause more clear - cut 
party responsibility, yet it has been known 
also to have failed to function to that ex­ 
tent in a positive way. 
The tendency to choose men from t h e 
ranks of the party in power is not always 
good, however, when it is applied to the 
federal courts. The courts should be en­ 
tirely outside the political arena. The dan­ 
ger of p o l i t i c a l involvement would be 
greatly reduced if judicial appointmen t s 
Were to be made on a strictly nonpartisan 
basis. 
This is an ideal not likely to be entirely 
realized. However even if it cannot be 


b r o u g h t about in lull, it is something 
worth striving toward. 
William P. Rogers, deputy attorney gen­ 
eral, recently told a regional meeting of 
the American B a r Association that t h e 
federal court system has not been serious­ 
ly hurt by the practice of drawing U p o n 
party supporters in making appointments. 
“Be that as it m ay,” he said, “it would 
seem desirable a s a m a t t e r o f national 
policy to prevent a gross imbalance from 
occurring regardless of how long eitti e r 
party might be in office.” 
Both major parties Have indulged in the 
practice of making most judicial appoint­ 
ments from the ranks of party adherents. 
The federal court system has not b e e n 
seriously weakened by this practice f o r 
the reason that judges are expected to put 
aside political considerations, and gener­ 
ally do so, when they take their places on 
the federal bench. Nevertheless, there is 
a danger here. If a sytem of nonpartis a n 
judicial appointments could be worked 
out, the country probably would be the 
better for it.

During April and May, it falls

'Walking Sand Dune Swallowed Lake City

SAUGATUCK,

—Reports 
that residents of Long Island, N. 
Y., arc alarm ed by the irresistible 
advance of a huge sand dune that 
is swallowing up land and trees in 
its path are a fam iliar story to this

Foreign Trade 
Zone in Ohio 
GetsO'NeillOK 


COLUMBUS, Ohio i* —Gov. C. 
William O’Neill said today he was 
favorably inclined towards pend­ 
ing 
legislation to authorize 
re­ 
quests for the federal government 
to establish foreign trade zones in 
Ohio. 
The governor made known his 
stand during a conference with 
Sen. J. E. Simpson (R-Hardm), 
and businessman from Cincinnati 
and Toledo. 
Simpson said favorable consid­ 
eration of his hill by the legisla­ 
ture would be the first step in seek­ 
ing a foreign trade zone in Logan 
County with branches in lake and 
river ports. 
Such zones, he explained, would 
permit imports to be held under 
federal supervision without duty 
until the goods were sold or used 
for manufacture. 
Inlandia Inc., an Ohio corpora­ 
tion, plans to apply for establish­ 
ment of the foreign trade zone, 
Simpson said. 
Explaining why Ixjgan County is 
considered for the first foreign 
trade zone in Ohio, Simpson said 
it is “ close to the huh of the 500- 
mile radius industrial wheel with­ 
in which over 71 per cent of all 
U.S. products are manufactured **

way between I.ake Erie ports and 
Cincinnati on the Ohio River.
